Dog licenses in Lincoln may 
cost more in the future. 
Rising costs of operation of the 
Humane Society may make an in­ 
crease in costs necessary, officers 
of the society and city council 
members agreed in the council 
meeting Monday. 
A. 
A. 
Koenig 
and 
Wheaton 
Battey members of the Society’s 
executive committee, asked the 
council in an informal session for 
more money. They reminded the 
council of a promise made when 
a $100 per month donation from 
the city lo the Society was abol­ 
ished. that the city would give 
the Society financial help if need­ 
ed. 
The $100 per month donation 
from the city was for removal 
of dead animals from the streets. 
This contract had been in effect 
for a long time, and was termi­ 
nated in 1941. 
The problem of increasing the 
Society’s revenue was referred to 
Directors Venner and Berg for 
study and report. 
Estimate $1,200 Needed. 
Koenig estimated that at $1,200 
of city money is needed if the so­ 
ciety is ti) operate all its present 
functions through 1946. The coun­ 
cil probably will have to appro­ 
priate at least that much next 
year, he said. 
This is made necessary, Koenig 
explained, because the costs of 
operation 
are up 
considerably. 
Dog food, which once cost practic­ 
ally nothing, now costs about $1,- 
000 per year, he said. The Soci­ 
ety’s balance as of July I was 
$2,900. At this time of year prac­ 
tically nothing is coming in, and 
it costs about $1,000 per month 
to meet operating expenses, he 
said. 
About 150 dogs and cats are 
picked up for shelter each month, 
Leslie C. Loomis, society superin­ 
tendent, 
said,

during the day, most calls being 
complaints to be investigated.
